Rabid animal found in Basin 
Community of Coffee County 


The Coffee, County Health 
Department this week reported 
the confirmation of the fifth case 
of rabies in an animal for 2004 in 
Coffee County, 

This most recent case was con- 
firmed in a dog in the Basin 
Community of Coffee County. 
The other cases confirmed earlier 
in the year consisted of three rac- 
coons and One cat. 

In addition to having dogs and 
cats immunized annually by a 
vélerinarian, the following pre- 
ventative measures will help min- 
imize exposure to rabies: 

* Avoid sick or strange-acting 
animals. A wild animal that 
appears friendly, docile or 
approaches humans, should be 
avoided. Nocturnal animals, such 
as raccoons and bats, that become 
active in the daytime may be sus- 
pect, * Do not touch, pick up or 
feed wild animals or unfamiliar

How to keep deer 
out of your yard

In 1994, the deer population 
in the United States was estimat- 
ed to be more than 25 million 
and growing. With the deer pop- 
ulation exploding and urban 
areas. expanding onto rural 
acreage, deer damage to orna- 
mental plants has increased. As 
the deer problem is likely’ to 


increase in, the future, the solu- - 


lion is to eliminate the deer or 
improve deer management in 
areas experiencing damage. 

Elimination depredating deer 
in urban and suburban areas is a 
harsh step that is meeting public 
resistance. Increasing hunting 
quotas and reducing hunting 
restrictions help; but often not 
practical in areas of high human 
populations. Shooting contra- 
ceptives into does would be 
extremely useful in urban situa- 
tions where it is.unsafe to hunt, 
but in preliminary tests contra- 
ceplives have not been success- 
ful. 

Foraging behaviors of ani 
mals vary seasonally and annu- 
ally, influenced by such factors 
as deer population, weather, 
food availability, distance from 
cover, and plant attractiveness. 
Nurseries are usually “raided” in 
winter when natural food is dif- 
ficult to find. 

Nursery and home owners 
have several options for control- 
ling deer. These include: 


Putting up fences.
